PEOPLE living in Waterhouse Moor tower 
were left trying to salvage their belongings 
after a pipe burst in the block of flats. 

The leak started in a one-bedroom property 
on the third floor, sending a flood of water down 
the lift shaft and stairs of the building. 

The leak started in Neil Scott’s property, his 
sister Remi Scott, 46, who came to help her 
brother, explained. 

Pouring 

“It started yesterday evening around 5pm 
when my brother knocked the stopcock and 
water started pouring out,” she said. 

“He tried to hold a cloth over it but he was not 
able to because the pressure was so intense. 

“Water was going everywhere and the place 
was flooded within minutes. 

“Water poured out of the flat and into the lift 
shaft. [Neil] was not sure who to call so he called 
the fire brigade, and they were brilliant as they 
contacted the council, the water board and the 
Red Cross who provided support. We had to 
take out the carpet and we threw it out from the 
window. We may have to replace the furniture.

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Student aiming to

A STUDENT who hopes to take part in 
a charity trek to the ancient mountain 
citadel of Machu Picchu is appealing 
for more help to meet his fundraising 
target. 

Nineteen-year-old Lewis Townsend, 
of Sycamore Field, Harlow, is taking on 
the challenge in aid of the interna¬ 
tional charity Action Against Hunger. 

But before he can get a place on the 
plane he must raise £3,000. So far his 
total stands at £1,000. 

“It would be absolutely fantastic to 
reach my target,” said Lewis, who is 
studying at the Univertsity of Notting¬ 
ham. “The challenge is extremely 
tough but I want to make a difference 
in any way I can. To raise that amount 
would be massive. 

“The target is £3,000 to confirm my 
place and I am at £1,000 so far. I have 
done a few street fundraisers but they 
have been difficult and my 
best way of getting funds has 
been through charity quiz 
nights. I will do a few more of 
them.” 

If Lewis succeeds in hitting 
his target before the deadline 
day of August 18 he will fly to 
Peru, beginning the trek after 
an acclimatisation day in cap¬ 
ital Lima. 

He will be part of a group of 
around 20 people who will 
walk for eight hours a day to 
reach the summit of the

Ambulance calls 
up by 25 per cent 

THE ambulance service covering 
Essex dealt with an extra 18,000 
calls last month compared to 
March of last year. 

The figures released by the 
East of England Ambulance 
Service, which also covers 
Bedfordshire, Hertfordshire, 
Norfolk, Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire, show demand 
for the service in Essex 
increased by almost 25 per cent. 

Across the whole region it 
handled a total of 98,000 in 
March, with the most common 
calls being for falls, breathing 
difficulties and chest pain. 

Rob Ashford, acting director of 
service delivery, said: “We 
continue to face unprecedented 
demand on our service which 
places pressure on everyone in 
the trust who are working hard 
to provide the best possible 
service to patients. 

“We have increased the 
number of clinicians in our 
control rooms to give medical 
advice and ensure that we are 
sending ambulance staff to life- 
threatening and serious medical 
emergencies.”

Harlow Council has been round 
and we have contacted the 
insurers. He is distraught. They 
[Red Cross] arranged for some 
residents to spend the night in a 
hotel.” 

Firefighters were called to the 
12-floor block of flats near Bush 
Fair shortly after 5pm on Tuesday. 
Crews assisted residents and used 
an aqua vac to pump water from 
the affected properties. 

Housing block managers 
United Living and UK Power Net¬ 
works also attended. 

The Red Cross fire support 
vehicle attended to provide res¬ 
idents with immediate welfare 
support. The fire service left the 
scene at about 7pm. 

Electricity to the block rem¬ 
ained switched off throughout 
Wednesday. 

Waterhouse Moor tower block 
resident Kamie Bradley, 28, said: 
“Water was dripping down the 
walls and we were without elec¬ 
tricity all night.” 

A 50 year-old female resident, 
who asked not to be named, said: 
“It was literally flowing and it was 
gushing down the stairs like a 
waterfall. That is why they have 
had to stop the lifts.” 

A spokesman for Harlow Coun¬ 
cil said: “The council and Kier 
Harlow staff have been on site this 
morning to assess the damage and 
to support those affected. 

“The flooding was due to a 
failed stopcock in a privately- 
owned leasehold flat. The flooding 
affected nine residents who were 
moved temporarily into hotel 
accommodation last night. 

’’All electrics and water to the 
block have been reinstated and 
there are some repairs to the 
block which will be carried out by 
Kier Harlow.” 


78-year-old fails in appeal to overturn penalty 

£60 parking fine 

for elderly driver 
confusing 1 and 7

AN ELDERLY woman who mistook the 
figure seven for a one when she paid to 
park her car in Harlow town centre has 
been told she must pay a £60 penalty. 

Mary Farrell, 78, of Threshers Bush, 
Harlow, returned to her vehicle in The 
Water Gardens to discover she had been 
fined as she had bought a ticket for the 
wrong bay. 

The car park operates a system in 
which drivers park their vehicles in 
numbered spaces and then pay at a 
machine by entering the number of the 
bay. 

Failed 

Despite pleas to car park operators 
Smart Parking and the independent 
appeals service POPLA, Mrs Farrell 
failed to have the penalty quashed. 

“1 think it is really silly of them,” she 
said this week. “1 was parked in 251 but 
1 bought a ticket for 257. When 1 
appealed and posted them the receipt 
they would not back down and 1 have to 
pay a fine that is now £60. 

“1 park there every Thursday when 1 
go to play bingo. This was just a simple 
mistake.” 

Mrs Farrell has lived alone since the 
death of her husband Eddie eight years 
ago and regularly visits the town centre 
for shopping and socialising. 

The parking charge notice she dis¬ 
covered slapped to her window of her

Mercedes A Class informed her the fine 
would be £60 or £30 if paid within 14 
days. 

Her son-in-law, Keith Alder-Barber, 
wrote a letter to Smart Parking out¬ 
lining the circumstances of the case but 
was told all procedures had been fol¬ 
lowed and suggested an appeal to 
POPLA. 

By the time POPLA replied to say the 


appeal was unsuccessful the 14-day peri¬ 
od had expired. 

Mrs Farrell said: “1 was told after¬ 
wards that if 1 had gone downstairs [to 
The Water Gardens management suite] 
there was someone who could have 
helped but at the time 1 did not know 
about that. 

“1 panicked when 1 saw the sticker 
and 1 was thinking ‘Oh my God, what 
have 1 done?’ 1 park here every week and 
normally it is £3 or £4 which is no 
problem. 1 think it is really silly and 1 
hope to get it resolved.” 

The Star contacted Smart Parking but 
had received no response at the time of 
going to press. 

Machine 

Mr Alder-Barber, 54, also of Threshers 
Bush, added: “Using a machine to make 
a payment is not an easy task for an 
elderly person. She selected the number 
she thought was relevant but to an 
elderly person the figure one is very 
similar to seven. 1 decided to write a 
letter on her behalf to Smart Parking to 
appeal to their better nature as this was 
a genuine error. They wrote back saying 
that all procedures had been followed 
when issuing their penalty charge 
notice. They didn’t take into consid¬ 
eration any of the factors that led to my 
mother-in-law making an error.” 

Mr Alder-Baber added that the family 
had now paid the fine but said the real 
issue was the principal rather than the 
amount. 


Share ownership breaks no rules says Halfon 


HARLOW MP Robert Halfon insisted he 
has broken no rules after a national 
newspaper reported he held “substan¬ 
tial” assets in an offshore company. 

Mr Halfon, who is deputy chairman of 
the Conservative Party, was one of 12 
senior Tories who The Sun claimed had 
money held in “blind trusts” which it 
said were used to stop ministers being 
able to use their position in government 
to influence their own investments. 


According to the report in Friday’s 
paper, Mr Halfon owns shares in 
Jardine Matheson, a company based in 
Bermuda with headquarters in Hong 
Kong. 

The revelation came during the 
Panama Papers scandal which resulted 
in Prime Minister David Cameron, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer George 
Osborne and Labour leader Jeremy 
Corbyn publishing their tax returns. 


This week Mr Halfon said: “The 
Jardine Matheson shares were given to 
me some time ago by family and they are 
on the Ministers List of Interests. 

“They do not appear on the MPs 
Register of Interests because their value 
falls below the required threshold.” 

“All my financial interests are, and 
always have been, fully and properly 
declared. Jardine Matheson is an inter¬ 
national company and not a trust.”

during that time. 

The first elections to the 
European parliament in 1979 
were for 410 MEPs for the nine 
member countries, of which 
Britain had almost 20 per cent. It 
now consists of 751 MEPs for the 
28 member states, of which we 


have less than 10 per cent. 

The political union of Europe 
with a population of more than 
500 million is not run by these 
few MEPs, it is still run by the 
unelected faceless ones. 

The EU did not give us clean 
beaches; this was down to our 
investment in improved sewage 
treatment works. In the 
Employment Protection Act 1975, 
a Labour government introduced 
maternity leave amongst other 
employment reforms, all without 
EU assistance. 

Brexit does not mean we will 
stand alone against the perils of 
the wider world; we will 
continue to co-opearte with the 
international law enforemet and 
anti-terrorist organisations.

Seek advice 
on benefits 

SIR, The four-year freeze on 
working age benefits and tax 


credits, which started last week, 
will no doubt add to the 
pressures that millions of 
families already face in meeting 
everyday costs. 

Whilst not a direct cut, the 
freeze essentially erodes the 
value of benefits and is set to 
affect a large number of 
claimants, many of whom are on 
the lowest incomes. 

As a charity supporting people 
in financial hardship, we know 
that other significant benefit 
changes taking place this month 
and beyond are also likely to 
cause confusion and concern. 

This includes a change in the 
tax credit ‘income rise disregard’ 
- the amount a claimant’s 
income can increase in-year 
without seeing a reduction in tax 
credit entitlement. The 
disregard is being reduced from 
£5,000 to £2,500, the same level as 
when tax credits were first 
introduced. An estimated 800,000 
people will see their tax credit 
entitlement reduced as a result. 

April also brings changes to 
support for housing costs, a 
reduction in Universal Credit 
Work Allowances and the 
introduction of a new single tier 
state pension. 

We urge anyone who is 
worried to visit Turn2us.org.uk 
where they can find further 
information on the changes and 
check their current benefits 
entitlements. 

Anyone who thinks they might 
see a reduction in their income 
as a result of the changes can 
check if they’re entitled to any 
extra help through our benefits 
calculator,and also use our 
grants search to see if they 
might be eligible for a charity 
grant or other support.

Cutting carbon 

HARLOW Council has drawn up a 
a five-year blueprint to cut its 
carbon footprint by 25 per cent. 

Council leader Jon Clempner 
said the plan, which was approved 
at a meeting of the cabinet, will 
build upon the measures it has 
already undertaken to reduce 
carbon emissions. 

The council has installed voltage 
optimisation equipment in its 
buildings and LED lighting in car 
parks and some residential areas. 

It now plans to install more energy 
efficient boilers, extend voltage 
optimisation to venues including 
Harlow Playhouse and solar panels 
at the Civic Centre. 

It is estimated this will reduce 
emissions over the five-year period 
by 198 tonnes of and result in a 
saving of £16,000 in the first year.

Kao Park in key location along new life sciences corridor

THE creation of a new £200m 
science and technology cam¬ 
pus in Harlow is entering its 
second phase with the launch 
this week of the next wave of 
office accommodation. 

Kao Park is taking shape on 
a 35-acre site off London 
Road, a strategically import¬ 
ant location along what has 
come to be known as the Lon- 
don-Stansted-Cambridge life 
sciences corridor. 

When completed, it will 
comprise a total of 215,000 sq 
ft of office accommodation 
and a state-of-the-art campus 
data centre, which will be the 
largest of its kind in the UK 
when it comes on stream. 

Defence innovation spe¬ 
cialist Raytheon UK and glob¬ 
al electronics supplier Arrow 
Electronics have already 
agreed 15-year leases to 
occupy Kao One, one of two 
buildings on the campus. 

The second three-storey 
building - Kao Two - will 
comprise 81,536 sq ft of high 
quality ofice accommodation 
to be let on a floor-by-floor 
basis. 

Like Kao One, it will incor¬ 
porate a newly landscaped 
campus environment along 


with a 786-space multi-storey 
car park and cycle storage. 

Until 2012, both buildings 
formed part of the European 
headquarters of multi-nation¬ 
al telecommunications equip¬ 
ment manufacturer Nortel 
Networks. 

The completion of work on 
Kao One is scheduled for the 
end of this year while the Kao 
Two office building and data 
centre modules will be ready 
next year. 

Greenfield 

Kao Park is the first part of 
the Harlow Enterprise Zone 
which will also includes the 
construction of a new 25-acre 
science park on a greenfield 
site owned by Harlow Council 
and the re-development of the 
existing Templefields indus¬ 
trial estate off Edinburgh 
Way into a modern business 
park. 

It is named in honour of Sir 
Charles Kao who, along with 
George Hockham, discovered 
the technology behind fibre 
optic cable while he was 
working for Standard Tele¬ 
phone Laboratories in Har¬ 
low 50 years ago. 

In 2009 he was awarded the 
Nobel Prize for Physics in 
recognition of his achieve¬ 
ments. 


David Bloom, chief execut¬ 
ive of Kao Park development 
consultants Goldacre Ven¬ 
tures, said: “Kao Two offers 
high quality office accom¬ 
modation to occupiers look¬ 
ing for a strategic position 
close to London along the new 
life sciences corridor. 

“We hope Kao Park will 
become a new centre for dis¬ 
covery and innovation that 
lives up to its legacy as the 
place where fibre optic cable 
was discovered 50 years 
ago.” 


Harlow Enterprise Zone is 
one of 24 which have been 
created by the Government to 
stimulate business growth 
through offering tax and 
planning incentives as well as 
funding infrastructure devel¬ 
opment. 

The Harlow zone focuses on 
the ICT, life sciences and 
advanced manufacturing sec¬ 
tors and has been identified 
as a key location for growth at 
the centre of the London- 
Stansted-Cambridge cor¬ 
ridor. 


Anger at proposal 
to seek feedback 
from ‘detained by 
force’ suspects 

A SUGGESTION that police should seek 
feedback from suspects who have had force 
used against them have been branded “out¬ 
rageous” by the head of the Essex Police 
Federation. 

The Independent Police Complaints Com¬ 
mission says all police forces should give 
people arrested by force the opportunity to 
“give feedback about their experience”. 

But federation chairman Mark Smith 
warned such a move could open the 
floodgates for complaints which had no 
basis. 

“It’s absolutely outrageous,” he said. 
“Whether it be on the high street or the riots 
in London and people are arrested or attack¬ 
ing police officers, quite often what starts 
off as a fight between groups of individuals 
turns on the police when they turn up. 

“Now, if you’re attacking police officers 
and being arrested, why should we be ask¬ 
ing you if we used the right force against you 
because of course they’re going to say ‘no’. 

“We already see on the street, when you 
make an arrest, the first line of defence from 
the person that’s been arrested is that they 
are going to make a complaint against the 
police. They hope that it will make the 
police step back and maybe not investigate 
quite as well.” 

He added: “There’s already a lack of 
respect to police officers. We’re seeing viol¬ 
ent crime on the up and I think this is just 
opening the floodgates for complaints 
which have no basis.” 

The proposal is part of the 96-page IPCC 
Police Use of Force report. One recom¬ 
mendation states: “We recommend that all 
people who have had force used against 
them give feedback about their experience, 
including information about making a com¬ 
plaint. 

“Complaints are a valuable source of 
information that can help to improve police 
practice.”

TOWN PARK TRAGEDY: Hundreds at vigil for seven-year-old victim of Easter fair accident 


light in the^

HUNDREDS of people joined a candelight vigil 
at the entrance to Harlow Town Park which 
has become a shrine to the seven-year-old girl 
killed in a fun fair accident over Easter week¬ 
end. 

It was a chance for the community to share 
its grief with family and friends of Summer 
Grant, who died from her injuries when a 
bouncy castle she was playing on was blown 
hundreds of yards by a strong gust of wind. 

The vigil took place at the entrance to park 
where a wall of flowers and cuddly toys have 
been left by wellwishers in the days following 
the accident which shocked the town. 

Summer’s uncle, Shawn Grant, 26, of Fold- 
croft, Harlow Croft, said: “It is great to see so 
many people here tonight. 

“It really has brought the whole town 
together. We just thank everyone for their 
support, the messages, the donations, the 
teddy bears . . . just everything really. Thank 
you so much.” 

During the vigil some of Summer’s favourite 
music was played as candles were placed in the 
shape of a heart. Then, at 9pm, a two-minute 
silence was held. 

Family friend John Stratford, 66, who lives 
in Potter Street, said: “It’s good that so many

people have come and it’s nice to see all 
the candles. It is just all so sad.” 

John Andrews, 49, of Collins Meadow, 
said: “1 did not know the girl but it was a 
big shock to me when 1 heard the news as 
1 have children. 1 think when you’re a 
parent these things really get to you. 1 
have come here tonight to pay my 
respects.” 

The vigil was organised on Facebook 
by Danielle Prior, who said: “Many more 
people came than 1 expected and it was a 
great turnout. We had probably 500 or 600 
people turn up tonight. 

“1 have liaised with the family the 


whole way through. It is for them. 1 didn’t 
know Summer but 1 do know her dad and 
her uncle. 1 thought it would be nice to 
have everyone coming together to do one 
thing.” 

Among those at the vigil was Harlow 
MP Robert Halfon, who said afterwards: 
“In the past couple of weeks we have seen 
the worst of human tragedy, a sweet 
innocent child losing her life on Easter 
weekend of all weekends. 

“Tonight we have seen the best of 
human kindness. People of Harlow have 


rallied together to hold this beautiful 
vigil and do everything they can to rally 
and support the family. 

“1 have written to the family and 1 have 
spoken to some of them tonight. My heart 
goes out to them. 

“They will be suffering enormously 
but 1 hope they will be heartened by some 
of the things they have seen this evening 
which show we care and they will not be 
forgotten.” 

Police are currently investigating the 
circumstance surrounding the accident 


but Mr Halfon said there should ban on 
bouncy castles in Harlow until it can be 
proved they are 100 per cent safe. 

Two people, a 24-year-old woman and a 
27-year-old man, were arrested on sus¬ 
picion of manslaughter by gross neg¬ 
ligence. 

Meanwhile, two fundraising pages set 
up in Summer’s memory have so far 
raised more than £12,400. 

■ An inquest into Summer’s death was 
opened and adjourned at Chelmsford 
Coroner’s Court yesterday (Wednesday). 


Parish council bans 
bouncy castles until 
end of police probe 


A PARISH council has temporarily 
banned bouncy castles while the 
investigation into the Harlow Town 
Park tragedy continues. 

Members of North Weald Bassett 
Parish Council agreed to suspend its 
policy of allowing the inflatables at 
The Parish Hall in Thornwood 
Common until the results of the 
inquiry into the death of Summer 
Grant are known. 

A meeting of parish councillors 
was told bouncy castles had been 
allowed at the hall about five times a 
year. The decision means there will 
be no bouncy castle at this year’s 
Thornwood Village Day. 

Suspend 

The motion to suspend approval 
for bouncy castles was proposed by 
parish and district councillor Dave 
Stallan, who said: “I would like to put 
on hold our procedure until the 
results of the inquiry into what 
happened in Harlow in case any 
recommendations come out. 

“I don’t want us to agree to 
continue and then we have to bring 
the matter back because something 
comes out of the very thorough 
investigation into what happened.” 

Parish council clerk Sue DeLuca 
said: “I’m really uncomfortable with 
the use of bouncy castles at the 
moment.”

HARLOW Health Centres Trust is 
looking to extend the opening 
hours at the new Lister House 
Health Centre to make it a seven- 
day-a-week service. 

Plans for a 20,000 patient sur¬ 
gery, pharmacy and community 
health clinic in Abercrombie Way 
to replace the Lister Medical 
Centre at Staple Tye (pictured 
right) were approved last year last 
year after lengthy discussions. 

Now the trust hopes for per¬ 
mission to open the new centre 
seven days a week between 7am 
and 10pm including bank holi¬ 
days to meet the needs of the 
growing community. 

The plans will also ensure that 
the new medical centre will com¬ 
ply with the Government policy of 
providing a seven-day-a-week ser¬ 
vice across the country. 

A joint letter from NHS Eng¬ 
land and West Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group has been 
submitted to support the applic¬ 



ation. 

It reads: “In order to secure 
long term funding for the Lister 
House Health Centre develop¬ 
ment the conditions set out above 
must be met. 

“Therefore planning approval

Some nearby residents have 
already lodged objections to plans 
amid concerns over noise from 
vehicles and fears of an increase 
in anti-social behaviour.

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School attendance figures 
at highest for a decade 


LATEST attendance figures for 
Essex schools show they are at 
their highest level for more than a 
decade. 

Statistics published by the 
Department for Education show 
the percentage of classes missed 
in the county’s state-funded 
primary, secondary and special 
schools fell to 4.4 per cent in the 
2014/15, a figure which is higher 
than both the east of England and 
national average. 

Essex County Council said the 
continued improvement is a res¬ 
ult of work carried out by its 
Missing Education and Child 
Employment Service in conjunc¬ 
tion with schools. 

Cllr Ray Gooding, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for education and lifelong 
learning, said: “There are clear 
links between attendance and 
attainment and we are committed 


to ensuring all pupils achieve 
their full potential. 

“We work very closely with 
schools and I am pleased they 
have achieved the highest rates of 
school attendance for more than a 
decade. 

Issues 

“Where a pupil is failing to 
attend school on a regular basis, 
schools work with families to try 
to resolve any issues that may be 
preventing attendance. 

“If problems are not resolved, 
schools may make a referral to the 
Missing Education and Child 
Employment Service, which is 
responsible for enforcement pro¬ 
cesses.” 

He added: “Every lesson counts 
and we will continue to take the 
action needed to protect the edu¬ 
cation of the county’s pupils.” 


Academy’s progress praised 


A HARLOW secondary school has 
been given a pat on the back by the 
Department for Education follow¬ 
ing an inspection. 

Staff and students at Mark Hall 
Academy, in First Avenue, were 
praised for their efforts in raising 
the school’s performance since it 
became part of the Academy 
Transformation Trust. 

A representative of the Region¬ 
al Schools Commission, who vis¬ 
ited the school last month, 
reported GCSE results had 
improved since the school joined 
ATT and commented positively 
on pupils’ record of attendance, 
behaviour and desire to learn. 

They noted that while Mark 


Hall was one of the most improved 
schools in Essex since becoming 
an ATT academy, it still had fur¬ 
ther work to do. 

Principal Corinne Franceschi 
said: “I am pleased that the DfE 
has recognised our progress to 
date along with our ambitious 
plans for improvement. 

“We are not yet where we want 
to be but we are improving stead¬ 
ily and we have a clear plan in 
place to achieve our goals.” 

She added: “I would like to 
thank the trust for their ongoing 
support and thank staff and 
pupils for their continued hard 
work and for representing the 
academy in such a positive way.”

Silver Swans Ballet has proved a revelation 
with the retired since the company established 
groups in Sawbridgeworth and Bishop’s 
Stortford. 

Principal Carrie Johnson is hoping for a 
similar response when the school’s newest class 
begins in Harlow later this month. 

“Ballet for the retired is great for poise, 
flexibility and posture,” said the 48-year-old 
instructor, who lives in Brent Pelham. 

“It helps prevent the stoop older people 
develop when they do not use back muscles in 
the same way. 

“Studies have shown that this regular gentle 
exercise is great in keeping the elderly mobile. 
There are also claims that exercise like ballet 
can also help to warn off dementia. 

“The ladies that come to the class are all 
noticing that they are able to move more freely 
and the companionship of the group has given 
them a new lease of life.” 

Carrie has been a ballet instructor for many 
years, but said she has found the classes as 
positive as her pupils clearly have. 

Numbers have grown week on week in the two 
months they have been established in 
Sawbridgeworth and Bishop’s Stortford - with a 
current core group of 15 for each class. 

After a long search to find a suitable venue in 
Harlow town centre proved fruitless Silver 
Swans will take off in the Women’s Institute 
Hall in Garden Terrace Road, Old Harlow on 
Tuesday, April 26. 

The classes will then meet every Tuesday 
from 1.30-2.30pm. 

While youngsters often feel pressured into 


hard training in ballet, Carrie said the secret to 
their success is adapting the classes to all 
abilities and making sure all have fun. 

“1 have been involved in ballet for a long time 
and 1 know it is about getting them to do some 
exercises in an environment that is not 
intimidating,” she said. 

“We will get three or four participants who 
have done ballet before, and that is immediately 
obvious, but we also get people who have never 
done it in their lives. 

“We are going to meet in the W1 Hall in Old 
Harlow, it is a venue that is about the right size. 

“1 am the principal of the school and 1 have 
got two teachers. For Harlow 1 would like to 
build a community where people can learn 
something and make new friends. 

“We are hoping to expand to Broxbourne and 
Ware.” 

She added: “We always finish our session with 
tea, coffee and biscuits. This is not just about 


the exercise. 

“The social side really brings the group 
together afterwards. It is a nice way to get them 
talking.” 

Despite the range of ages and abilities Carrie 
said the group is able to accommodate anyone - 
and that includes men. 

“We have not had one man come yet,” she 
laughed. 

“We said it’s open to everyone and it would be 
nice to have a male ballet dancer. 

“1 would say it is for the retired. If they can 
move then they can come, there is no restriction 
as someone of 84 has been coming every week. 
They have all been really enjoying it.” 

Silver Swans Ballet will begin at the Women’s 
Institute Hall on Tuesday, April 26. Classes will 
run on Tuesdays every week from 1.30-2.30pm. 
Each lesson costs £6. For more information, call 
Carrie on 07505 708528.

Other 
moments included a 
crash-landing in the bush and 
being thrown into prison, minus 
his shoes, for recording the Royal

The return of Fury 


HANKS to the music of his band and 
some neat video work, Billy Fury is 
back. More than 30 years after his 
death the hits of 1960s rock n roll 
superstar are still being enjoyed by 
huge, and wild, audiences. 

Billy’s guitarist Chris Raynor reformed the 
backing band Fury’s Tornados with old 
members in 1997 with new vocalist Colin Gold 
taking the mic. 

Under the name The Billy Fury Story - 
Halfway to Paradise - the five-piece will rock 
Harlow Playhouse on Saturday, May 28. 

And thanks to technology, they will be joined 
by a special guest. 

“The show has evolved every single year,” 
said Chris. 

“This year one of our sound technicians said 
to me ‘do you want to play with Billy Fury 
again?’ and 1 said that we couldn’t because he 
had died. 

“But they have taken a dry vocal and 
matched it up with a video to bring him back. 
We just do it for one of the numbers. The 
audiences have been standing up and stamping 
their feet for it. It is unbelievable. 1 am getting 
goosebumps.” 

Billy’s untimely death at the age of 42 in 1983, 
which was brought on by rheumatic fever, 
marked a sad end to what had been a glittering 
career. 

Throughout a 1960s hot streak the prolific 
Fury, who was born Ronald William Wycherley, 
chalked up 24 top 40 hits - a tally that matched 
The Beatles. 

Chris added: “In the ’60s, there was a lot of 
great music out there, but Billy was a rival to 
The Beatles and he had more hit records than 
The Rolling Stones. Back then, everyone was 



trying to be an Elvis impersonator. It was an 
era when rock ’n’ roll was coming to an end. 

“Billy started with rock ’n’ roll, but he 
changed his style a lot with the times and he 
began to do some ballads too. 

“He is very understated. The difference with 
him, compared to Elvis and The Beatles, was 
that they had lots of movies made about them. 
Billy only released in England and did not go 
into America, which 1 think you had to do to 
have a movie. But here he was so well loved. 

“1 was there in the 1970s. Billy had to finish 
touring in 1976 when he had his second heart 
operation. He then returned for a final tour 
shortly before he died, but by that stage we 
were worried for his health and tried to stop 
him.” 

If it wasn’t for the omnipresence of The 
Beatles, Fury might have enjoyed greater 
status, but Chris said fans would go equally 
wild for their hero. 

“The stage used to get mobbed,” he said. 

Chris is joined by band members Charlie 
Elston on keyboards, John Raynor (no relation) 
on drums and Graham Wyvill on bass. The 
guys were playing together in the late 1990s, 


but the decision to perform Billy’s songs wasn’t 
one they made straight away. 

“We all went our separate ways after Billy 
died,” said Chris. 

“It was 20 years after that we started playing 
together, we did our first show together in 1997 
as the old band and we did some of his songs. 

“My wife kept saying to me we needed to do 
more of his songs, as people loved them. After 
two or three months, we did a show just 
dedicated to Billy Fury. That was the start of it 
all. 

“We now do two small tours a year, in spring 
and autumn. We only intended to do one tour, 
but it just went on and on.” 

The task of finding a replacement for Billy’s 
vocal was daunting, but it did not take them too 
long to find a perfect voice to fit the songs. 

Chris said new singer Colin Gold was found in 
an unlikely way. 

“Colin has got a fabulous voice. There are not 
many singers that don’t go out of tune for any 
syllables, he has got a voiced blessed by heaven. 

“It was meant to be. Nobody had 
impersonated Billy before. We were going to 
audition for someone, but we saw Colin on the 
TV show Stars in Their Eyes and we got him to 
meet us in Nottingham (where the other four 
are based). 

“It just fitted like a glove.” 

Halfway to Paradise will also be enhanced by 
the presence of Billy’s partner Lisa Voice, who 
will introduce the band on stage.

IN the world of ballet, style and 
atmosphere are just as 
important as the dancing itself 
and Harlow Ballet presented a 
skilful combination of all three 
in this spectacular production 
of Coppelia. 

At curtain-up, as villagers 
mingled in anticipation of a 
grand pageant, and in the finale 
as they took part in the event, 
the stage was packed with 
dancers creating a magnificent 
blend of colour and movement, 
performed to Leo Delibes 
magnificent score. 

In between, the audience was 
treated to some accomplished 
solo performances, pas de deux 
and corps work from the 
company's rising young stars. 

Coppelia (or The Girl with 
Enamel Eyes), is the world’s 
most widely performed comedy 
ballet and its story is typical 
fairytale whimsy.

strange girl who sits in the 
window of the house owned by 
doll-maker Dr Coppelius.

Franz was danced by guest

he wider debate over the value of 
awards in Hollywood shows no sign 
of abating, with an ongoing 
discussion over the lack of 
diversity. But on a personal level, 
Dame Helen Mirren can see the merit in 
gaining industry recognition through the 
plaudits, though she didn’t always feel this 
way. 

“When 1 first came into my profession, 1 
was very, very against the idea of 
recognition, in the sense of the star system 
and all the rest of it,” explains the 
70-year-old with a smile. 

“1 liked the feeling of ensemble and a 
sense of anonymity - not personal 
anonymity, but the sense that it was a 
collaborative [effort] and no one person was 
more important than another, but now 1 feel 
slightly differently.” 

Since starting her career as a teenager at 
the National Youth Theatre, Mirren has 
become one of the most recognisable faces 
on British screens, tackling TV with her 
standout role in long-running series Prime 
Suspect, action movies in Red and comedy 
in Calendar Girls - and picking up a hefty 
swag of awards along the way. 

Having played the monarch with her 
acclaimed title role in The Queen - winning 
an Oscar for her performance in the process 
- she’s not afraid to poke fun at her regal 
image (and much celebrated sense of 
humour), recently filming an anti 
drink-driving advert for Budweiser, calling 
anyone who does so a “pillock”. 

In person, Mirren doesn’t disappoint. 

Elegant in a purple dress, teapot to her 
side (though her brew is the resolutely 
un-starry PG Tips), she is warm, funny and 
personable from the off. 

After five decades at the top of her game, 
Mirren knows her own worth, which if 
Madame Tussauds’ three commemorative 
wax figures to celebrate her 70th birthday is 
anything to go by, is vast. 

“1 got to a point where 1 realised the way 
in which my profession was structured, and 
recognition was a very important part of 
it,” she says. “And if 1 really wanted to 
continue working throughout my whole life, 
and be financially secure, 1 had to make 
myself a recognisable thing, if you know

what 1 mean.” 

Success, however, can mean falling prey 
to tittle-tattle. 

It’s a topic Mirren is familiar with, 
having recently played vicious 
career-destroying gossip columnist Hedda 
Hopper in Trumbo (and scoring a Golden 
Globe nomination for her performance). 

As a prominent star, she’s presumably 
exposed to it herself. 

But, Mirren points out, she can turn a 
blind eye to babble. For screenwriter Dalton 
Trumbo, the subject of the movie, vicious 
gossip led to him being blacklisted. 

“There are Heddas out there and 
ironically, they’re so often women. They’re 
occasionally men, but there’s a particular 
kind of woman in journalism who takes 
delight in being more brutal and more cruel 
and more attacking than anyone,” says the 
actress. 

“1 haven’t personally had to deal with 
that, or if 1 have. I’ve ignored it. But 1 don’t 
live in the world or the era of Hedda Hopper 
or Dalton Trumbo, and you see very clearly 
the price that Dalton had to pay.” 

Next up, Mirren is side-stepping the 
drama of Trumbo to star as military 
intelligence officer Colonel Katherine 
Powell in thriller The Eye In The Sky, a role 
which producer Ged Doherty had no doubt 
she would excel at, given she “can play a 
badass”. 


In the film, which also stars the late Alan 
Rickman and Breaking Bad’s Aaron Paul, 
Katherine is remotely commanding a top 
secret drone operation to capture a group of 
dangerous terrorists from their safe-house 
in Nairobi, Kenya. 

The situation escalates when a 
nine-year-old girl enters the ‘kill zone‘, just 
as American drone pilot Steve Watts (Paul) 
is poised to destroy the house. 

The idea of a woman being in control of 
such an operation intrigued Mirren. 

“To be a successful woman in the military 
means you have got to be very focused,” 
explains the actress, who shot the film in 
South Africa. 

“Not for one nanosecond are you allowed 
to mess up, and she has been like that for 
her whole life, the type of girl who wants to 
join the military. 

“What you wear is very much a part of 
that. You’re eschewing a certain feminine 
world,” she adds. “You’re going to be in 
uniform, and it’s not a uniform that is 
particularly flattering to the female shape, 
so you let go of all of that.” 

Although Mirren didn’t know much about 
drone warfare before shooting, and quips 
that she’d be a “disaster in the military'', 
she had an entry point into the fear they 
invoke, through her parents’ stories of 
‘doodlebugs’ flying overhead during the 
Blitz. 

Asked whether playing strong, 
single-minded women comes naturally to 
her, she hesitates. 

“1 don’t know that it necessarily comes 
easy to me. What 1 always try to do with the 
roles that 1 play is to humanise them. 

“To be human is to be full of conflict 
about things; it’s not to be sure. Even the 
people who appear to be absolutely 
confident go home at night and go, ‘Am 1 
right?' 

“My job as an actor is to show human 
vulnerabilities. 

“Insecurity and vulnerability are much 
more interesting.”

A time when Harlow 


PORTUGAL eventually won over 
the Wembley crowd in 1966, and 
they were also favourites in 
Harlow where they stayed for 
part of the tournament. 

Their star player, Eusebio, 
clearly enjoyed staying at the 
Saxon Inn Hotel in Southern 
Way, and was pictured in 
national newspapers being 
served breakfast in bed as he 
prepared for a match. 

The 1965 European Player of 
the Year netted nine goals and 
was top scorer in the World Cup, 
but his side were beaten in the 
semi-final by eventual winners 
England. 

Despite picking up a 3-1 win 
over Hungary and a 3-0 victory 
over Bulgaria in their first two 
group matches, they were 
savaged for their treatment of 
the world’s greatest player, Pele. 

They defeated the Selecao 3-1 
with Eusebio netting twice. 

Brazil, the pre-tournament 
favourites, were kicked from 
pillar to post and exited the 
competition with Pele unable to 
continue due to injury. 

This was followed by an 
astonishing quarter-final against 
North Korea. 

Surprises 

The Asian side were actually 
leading at half-time, but Portugal 
eventually won 5-3 in extra-time 
with Eusebio scoring four goals. 

Speaking at the Saxon Inn 
ahead of the third place play-off, 
Eusebio said at the time on his 
chances of being top scorer and 
winning the £1000 prize put up 
by a London casino: “Football is 
full of surprises. Another player 
could catch me. One or two goals 
against Russia will clinch it. For 
me, however the satisfaction will 
be if Portugal win - and win well 
- and, above all, if we can satisfy 
that wonderful Wembley crowd 
with some more good football.” 

Eusebio scored from the spot 
in the third-place play-off, 
enough to secure a 2-1 victory 
against the USSR. 

But surely the best memory 
for some lucky Harlow 
schoolchildren was him teaching 
them how to curl corners into 
the net at Harlow Sportcentre in 
the summer of ’66?

IMAGINE if Cristiano Ronaldo or 
Lionel Messi stayed in Harlow if 
the World Cup returned to these 
shores once again. 

That might sound scarcely 
believable but some of the top 
stars of the game did that in 1966 
when England won the Jules 
Rimet Trophy on home soil. 

With this year being the 50th 
anniversary of that barmy sum¬ 
mer, the Star looks back at that 
astonishing time when players 
from two of the favourites to win 
the competition, Portugal and 
1950 winners Uruguay, stayed at 
the Saxon Inn Hotel in Southern 
Way, now called the Park Inn. 

Portugal’s global star Eusebio - 
arguably the player of that tour¬ 
nament and still regarded as one 
of the world’s greatest ever foot¬ 
ballers - spent time curling 
corners into the net at the old 
Harlow Sportcentre stadium in 
front of hundreds of Harlow 
schoolchildren. 


Toughest 


He popped into the odd record 
shop in the town and was always 
happy to sign an autograph or 
two. 

It seems incredible to believe. 

The Uruguay team were in Eng¬ 
land’s group and were expected to 
be the toughest rivals for the 
Three Lions - and so it proved. 

The South Americans arrived 
in the new town on July 1. It was 
the players’ first visit to Harlow. 

A report from the Epping and 
Ongar Gazette wrote: “During the 
time they are at the Saxon Inn

privacy will be the main objective 
of the players, who will have ardu¬ 
ous training ahead of them.” 

But they broke their rule just a 
week later - when they made a

public appearance in Harlow. 

They appeared on stage at the 
now closed down Odeon Cinema 
in West Gate during the children’s 
Saturday Club performance. 

The Gazette continued: “They 
have agreed to make an exception 
because they have been so 
delighted with the way the town’s 
youngsters have feted them.” 

A few days’ later the footballers 
and their entourage were invited 
guests to a special reception held 
in their honour at the Harlow 
Town Hall, then based near the 
police station in South Gate. 

The following day they were 
guests of Harlow Police. 

They played a friendly match 
against Harlow Town at the club’s 
old Sportcentre ground in Ham- 
marskjold Road, then a new com¬ 
plex having been built in 1960. It is 
now a housing estate. 

But their training plans were 
thrown into disarray on one occa¬ 
sion when they turned up at Har¬ 
low Sportcentre to find a Scouts 
sports event in progress. 

The squad headed back to the 
Saxon Inn and worked out in a 
nearby field there instead. 

Uruguay, with goalkeeper 
Ladislao Mazurkiewicz proving a 
key man, were not seen in public 
after that as they maintained a 
strict training regime ahead of 
their opening match against hosts 
England, a lacklustre 0-0 draw in 
front of the Queen. 

As they left the Saxon Inn they 
were presented with a Teddy bear 
decked out with ribbons in their 


national colours from Harlow 
well-wishers, such was the high 
regard they were held in by the 
local public. 

They then took on France at the 
old White City Stadium in West 
London, which ended in a 2-1 win 
for the South Americans courtesy 
of goals from Pedro Rocha and 
Julio Cesar Cortes. 

They went on to draw 0-0 with 
Mexico. 

Uruguay stayed in Harlow 
much longer than Portugal, so it 
was unsurprising that they were 
taken to the hearts of the town- 
folk, much the same way that the 
North Koreans, the tournament’s 
shock team reaching the quarter¬ 
finals, were incredibly popular in 
Middlesbrough, where they 
stayed. They played matches at 
Ayresome Park, including the 
huge upset against mighty Italy 
when they won 1-0. 

The Wembley crowd clearly did 
not take to Uruguay like the 
people of Harlow as they were 
booed off for their deliberate 
attempts to kill off the match as a 
spectacle and secure the point 
they required to progress to the 
quarter-finals.

HAVING moved to fourth in the 
UK U20 men’s rankings, 400m 
runner Canaan Solomon has 
high hopes for 2016.

A SEASON of hope and the pro¬ 
spect of promotion might have 
ended with a tinge of disappoint¬ 
ment at an anticipated fourth 
place finish in the league table for 
the Rams.
